DO not find that the Letter in 
‘ your Journal of O&. 16, figned 
| Martna Love-rute, has been yet 
animadverted upon, either by you, 
> or any of your correfpondents; ahd 
® being of opinion, that, whoever is 
the Author, fome notice fhould be 
taken of it, as giving too miuch eb- 
couragement, ubon fale principles of reafoning, to the 
female fex, to difpute the authority of their husbands, I 
beg leave to offer fomething by way of anfwer to it; to 
which I fhall fubjoin a few oblervations upon matrimony 
in generals Which, if they are well grounded, may pof- 
fibly be of ufe to fome of your readers. 

Mrs. Lov8-rutz has two arguments in her Letter, 
By which the endeavours to fapport the {cheme fhe is 
advancing ; the one thata /wperior reafon fhould always 
govern an ¢#/erisr reafon 3 the other that the end of ma- 
trimonial, as well as civi/ government, being only for the 
good of the gévérted, thie authority given in both 
thefe cafes to promote this end, mult ceate, when this 
énd is not promoted. This is the fubftance of her two 
arguments, which I ghall give you more at large, and in 
her owh words. ‘ Reafon, fays fhe, is the only thing 
¢ a rationa) créature ought to fubmit to. Men may talk 

of authority, a3 long as they pleafe ; but what is autho- 
rity without féa/oh ! an wireafonable authority is no au- 
thority. Let icbe mah or wife that gets the bettet, or 
influences or controlls the other, if rea/on does not pre- 
vail, the party prevailing has no ricbt to prevail’, And 
if another place, fhe ‘ thinks it a felf-evident truth, that 
* a /uperior reaton fhould always be the governing reafon.’ 

She owns, if fhe thought her husband’s reafon {upe- 
fidr to her own, that it fhould govern her; and, no 
doubt, but fhe intends herfelf to be the bett judge of this 
But how likely it is for either man or woman to think 
their reafon inferior in fuch a cafe, a little reflection upon 
human naturé will convince us. 

But to comé a little to the argument, that a /vperior 
feafon fhouid be the governing reafon. To try the force 
of this argument, let us apply it to fome other cafes 
According to this reafoning, all the fubjeéts of a king, 
Who are wifer than the king, ought to govern Aim, in 
fléad of being governed éy him. Every fon or daugh 
ter, of more underftanding than their parents, inftead of 
obeying their parents, ought to be obeyed by them. And 
all fervants that have got better heads than their matters 
and miftreffes, mutt immediately have their charaéters 
téeverfed, and become them/e/ees mafters and miltrefles. 

F cannot tell whether the Lady would'care to have ner 

argument pulh’d fo far; but this I am fure of, that it muft 
either conclude in the initances I have given, or not con- 
clude at all. 
_ Her cther argument has a better appearance of reafon 
init. Jt fuppofes a husband to have the fame fort of 
authority over his wife, that a king has over his people ; 
and proceeds in this manner. ¢ You know the prefent 
* notion of civil government is, that it was inftituted tor 
the good of the people, that were to be governed ; 
that when the good of the people is not promoted, the 
end of government is deftroyed ; and that confequently 
the authority, cv/y given to anfwer. this end ceafes’. 
This the fuppofes the cafe of husband and wife, and 
argaes upon this fuppofition. 

Here the Lady has taken two things for granted, 
which fhe ought to have proved; the ove, that the au- 
thority of a king, and the authority of a husband, are 
of the fame nature; the offer, that the prefent prevailing 
Notion of civil government is a right one; either of 
which fuppofitions falling, the argument muft fail, that is 
built upon them. 


The Lady might as well have maintained, if her 
cafe had required it, that the authority of a father over 
his children is t 


. he fame, as that of a king over his fub- 
jets ; which affertion would have been thought a very 
firange one, upon the notion fhe feems to favour, that 
kings, when they do not behave themielves as they 
ought, af€ to be refifted and depos’d. For though a fa- 
ther is careléfs and extravagant, taking no care for the 
Sature, but deitro ‘ing, as fait as he can, the’ préjent, fub- 
¢ ence of his family’; yet, I fuppofe, he itill preferve: 
the ¢hargéter and autbority of a father, and is not to have 
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his hands tyed up, or to be turned out of doors, by his 
children, for thefe reafons. He is {till to be obey’d in all 
his lawful commands,and fhould ever have that reverence 
paid him, which is due to a father ; though he may not 
have deferved fo well from his children, as if he had 
rightly difcharg’d his duty to them. 

I hope it was not the intention of Mrs. Love-ru e's 
argument, that the cafe fhould be fo exaétly the fame, as 
tothe authority of a king and a husband, that a wo- 
man fhould be at the fame liberty to get herfelf a xe 
husband, as the {uppofes the people are to fet up a mew 
king, if either of them fhould make an ill ufe of their 
authority. And if this was mot her meaning, fhe mutt 
then own the two cafes to be different ; and that confe- 
quently her reafoning from one to the other was not jutt. 

Having now, Mr. Bavius, in fome meafure vindica- 
ted the authority we claim over our wives from this La- 
dy’s obje€tions ; that your female readers may be better 
reconciled to this defence of it, I fhall proceed to fhew, 
that this authority is not fuch a bugbear as fome may 
think it. 

If a husband had a right to do every thing in an impe- 
rious, arbitrary manner, to make his will the meafure of 
his authority, and to reftrain himfelf from nothing, to 
which his unreafonable and mad paflions prompted him ; 
fuch an authority as this, Lown, could have nothing juft- 
ly faid in favour of it, but muft fuppofe the marriage ttate 
the mott uncomfortable and dreauinl condition in the 
world; to the poor ladies engaged in it. But fuch an au- 
thority as this we have no right to, and ought to have a 
greater regard to our own happineis, than fo much as to 
defire it, All the authority we have in this cafe, is an 
authority, not only bounded by every law of reafon, and 
rule of duty, but is to be always tempered with the fin- 
cerelt love and tendereft affection for our wives imagina- 
ble, who have as much rightto our /ove and affection, 
as we have to our authority. So that when the exercife 
of our authority is not the effect of love, or not reitrained 
and regulated by fuch confiderations as that would fuggett 
to us, we exceed our authority, -by failing in our duty. 

It is impoffible for a man who loves his wile, to be 
rough and churlifh in his behaviour to her; for love al- 
ways humanizes and feftens our nature, and inipires us 
with the moft tender and endearing fentiments, which 
cannot bur fhew themfelves in a very agreeable and pleat- 
ing Carriage. Mutual love is the cement of affections, 
and the union of fouls; and where a man ves, and is 
beloved, who can think it poffible, that the authority of 
fuch a husband, fhould fhew iself im fuch a manner, 
as to have the leaft appearance of cruelty and ill-nature in 
it? 

Many perfons of both fexes are a/raid of matrimony, 
and many make a je? of it, Some arc inclined to marry, 
but have not the courage to refolve upon it; others 
have no inclination to it, and generally laugh at thofe 
who are engaged in it. And yet matrimony, if it be 
not our own fault, need not be dreaded by any one, and 
is capable of giving more true fatisfaétion and happinefs, 
than alPthofe vain and mad enjoyments they are fo fond 
uf, who make themfelves merry with the married world, 
and hug chemfelves mightily, to think that they are maf 
ters of their own liberty. 

The fight of fo many unhappy marriages, is made a 
very unreafonable ground of fear of our own particular 
unhappinefs in this ttate. For it was not becaufe they mar- 
ried, that any couple is unhappy, but becaufe they married 
without thought and diferetion. ‘Vhey tuffered themfelves 
to be influenced by other confiderations, than thofe of 
perfonal efteem, and a conformity of temper and difpo- 
fition. When perfons mifcarry in bufinefs, they are ne- 
ver thought to give any reafonable caufe of difcouraging 
others from it. Bufinefs is engaged in heartily, and with 
no fearful apprehenfions of our own bad fuccefs, becaufe 
fo many have failed in it. We impute their misfortunes 
generally to their not having a fufficient ftock to begin 
with, to their ignorance, their careleffnefs, or their ex- 
travagance. But never charge them upon the bufinefs 
itfelf, as the caufe of them. Why then fhould matri- 
mony be called in queftion, and all the uohappinefs and 
milery of married people, be charged upon that itate, as 
if this ftate of life in general, was the occafion of all the 
particular mifcarriages in it? But people will not reafon 
and diftinguiffs in this, as they doin other cafes. Trade 
is nO terrible thing to us, tho’ we hear of fo many bank- 


rupts s but matrimony is a word made up ot frightful 


ideas. The found ef itis enough to make us tremble 


and look pale. a4 

One of the moft general objeétions we find urged by 
both fexes againft matrimony is this, ‘that it is too great 
areftraint and infringement of our liberty, a word va- 
rioufly underftood, and of avery different :neaning, ac- 
cording to the feveral tempers and di/pofitions of thote, 
who make the objection. : : : 

Some care not to be deprived of the liberty of raking $ 
others are unwilling to be controlled in their humours, 
and would have the liberty of doing jult as they pleafe int 
every thing. As to the firit, which I more particularly 
diftinguith by the name of a wicious liberty, I think fuch 
perfons are not only very unfit for matrimony, but very 
unreafonable in their objeétion againft it. A man may 
as well make the pretence of enjoyiug his liberty an ar- 
gument againft temperance, or any other virtue, as to 
urge it againit matrimony. He thay as well fay, he will 
not obferve the rules of /obriety, becaule he will not part 
with the liberty of getting drun*s or that he will not be 
honeff, becaufe he will referve to. himfelf the miglity pri- 
vilege of being af4wave. And if this is right arguing, 
I thal freely give up the caufe I am maintaining, and 
turn an advocate for all forts of /éicentiou/ne/s, that diltin- 
guifhing privilege of a rational creature, [0 do whatevet 
pleafes him, and to let no inclination, how vain and tor- 
rupt foever, go ungratified. — — 

But I muit beg leave to infift upon it, that the being 
under rational reftraints, is fo fir trom abridging us of 
our true liberty, that this only gives us the poffeih nn and 
enjoyment of it. An unbounded liberty of snauiging 
our paflions, is nothing in reality but the extrenity of 
flavery. There cannot bea clofer connettion, thin be- 
tween the ideas of liberty and virtue, and thote of fl.very 
and finful indulgences. And there cannot be a cicarer 
truth than this, that when we confine ourfelves within 
the bounds of reafon and virtue, the foul expatiates and 
enjoys her true freedom 5 ahd that whca we lay no res 
ftraint upon our paflions, our reafon is then in the itrongett 
bonds and fetters. If then the a¢ting like a rational crea- 
ture js the enjoyment of liberty, becaule it gives us the 
enjoyment of a rational reflection, without which, all 
other notions. of happinels are but dreams and delu- 
fions, then conjugal love and fidelity, in this view only, 
mult ever have the preference to a licentious, rakith 
condutt. 
> to the other notion of liberty, which is that of be- 
ing uncontrolled, and having our own humours in every 
thing g it is to be confidered, that it is unreafonable, et- 
ther ig matrimony, or ot of it, to have no reltraints 
Haid upon our wills and humours, and to let inclinition 
ilways have its courfe. If a husband controlls a woman 
only in her wurea/onable fancies, he is only doing that tor 
her, which fhe ought to havedone for herlelt 3 and which 
if fhe had done, the would have made herfcli much the 
better, and much the happier for it. Bat if the Ladies 
are afraid of their liberty in fis fenie, that they are a- 
fraid of having fuch husbands as will deny them whiat is 
reafonable, and be often oppofing and contradicting them, 
for no other reafon but the gratification of a peevifh, per- 
verfe temper, I have only two things to obferve to them 
upon this ; the one, that men have as much reafon to 
be fearful in this relpeét, as they have 5a female ufurpati- 
on being as dreadful to us, as their apprehensions can be to 
them of our ada/e of rightful government; the other, that 
they mult take care not to have their eyes dazzled too 
much with riches and honours, but to make the tempers 
of.thofe they intend to marry, the fi:tt and chicf motive 
of marrying, and to have a proper degree of rational 
probability, that they fhall not be deceived in the notions 
they have of them. 

But it is time now for me to give over, and ask Mr. 
Bavius’s pardon for being fo troublefume, as to run out 
my Letter into (uch a length 5 which fhall conclude me,
